of dyna mite, which wa s exploded by 
the impact. 
Five men were killed and 
seven injured by the explosion.

others, all but two of them trainman, 
were Injured; several thought to be 
fa ta lly hurt recovered from the con­ 
cussion and figure in the list of slight­ 
ly hurt.
